will be inevitable. The Bolsheviks are de- 
termined,. as the Tsar's Government was 
determined nearly twenty years ago, to 
consolidate Russia's position ‘in the Gulf 
of Tartary and the Sea of Japan. The 
Genoa Conference, probably, will see the 
end of Bolshevism as @ serious factor in 
world politics; but it will not see the 
end of Russia. - Revolutions come and go, 
but nations remain. 


The Film in Politics. 


Yet another use has been discovered for 
the cinematograph, At the recent by- 
slection in East Leicester Mr. Banton, the 
Labour candidate, declared his strong 
opposition to the Entértainment Tax. The 
gratitude of the local picturechouses was 
prompt and effective. They combined to 
support his candidature with an intensive 
campaign of film propaganda. All their 
patrons were bombarded with “ screened © 
arguments in favour of the maa who had 
undertaken to cheapen the legitimate 
pleasures of the people. The result proved 
the truth of Horace’s dictum that the 
mind is reached more quickly through the 
eye than through the ear, Mr. Banton 
converted a minority of 11,327 votes: into 
a majority of 5,352. It was @ striking 
gain for the Labour Party, and his elec- 
tion agent attributes it in some measure 
to the work of the screens. Although 
there are dangers in this innovation from 
the film trade’s point of view, it is 
probable that swarms of political cand!- 
dates will seek to follow Mr. Banton's 
fortunate example. The coming election 
campaign in Southern Ireland will be 
exciting in any case; but the use of the 
picture-houses to advocate the rival claims 
of Free State and Republic would intro- 
duce a new element of interest, and would 
open a new: field to the genius of the 
“ publicity agents’ on both sides.

The hey had been con- 
signed to the military forces from Belfast, and 
the waggons belonged to the Great Northern 
Railway. The fire continued throughout the 
day, and the station staff was unable to save 
the waggons or their contents. 

A boycott proclamation, signed by John J.

FOUR MEN ARRESTED 


A reid by Republican police on the passenger 
station at Dundalk early yesterday morning 
resulted in the errests of four railway employés. 
On the previous morning a large quantity. of 
Northern goods had been burned, and there 
was removed from some wagons consignments 
of tobacco, despatched by Messrs. Carroll, manu- 


| facturers, Dundalk, to Southern customers. 


At a Special Republican Court three of the 
men—Peter, Brannigan, an assistant in the re- 
freshment department; .David Scott, a station 
foreman; and Porter Whelehan—were charged 
with the larceny of tobacco, the property of 
Messrs. Carroll, and value for £101. The 
prisoners pleaded guilty. 

In opening the case Mr. J. B. Hamill said 
there might be a further charge preferred 
egainst these men, but owing to the action of 
the Great Northern Railway Company, in ap- 
parently refusing to recognise the police forces, 
they were not yet in a position to proceed with 
this charge. All the tobacco, which had been 
taken from a stationary wagon, was placed in a 
store on a goods platform, and of that store 
Brannigan had the keys. In addition to the 
tobacco other goods were found in this store—a 
y place where they hed no right to be. 

Evidence was given by the Stationmaster that 
Scott, who was in charge on the night of the 
fire, had reported to him of the fire and the 
destruction of the goods, but he had not men- 
tioved any particular wagon. If the goods had 
been taken from a wagon and stored in any 
other part of the station the witness should 
have been consulted. 

Commandant Dawe, I.R.A., deposed to being 
in charge of a search party which visited the 
station that morning. In the refreshment store 
beside the stationmaseter’s house he found the

precautionary measures were taken to 
strengthen the guards at the Upper Castle 
Yard, where British soldiers. with rifles 
and fixed bayonets, and members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary with revolvers, 
took up position yesterday. 

These precautions appear to be a fore- 
taste of what is likely to happen during 
the next few weeks. There is much 
anxiety regarding the activities of two 
sections of the Irish Army, and the wildest 
‘rumours are afloat, so that the ordinary 
citizen is left bewildered as to what is 
going to happen. One fact is, however, 
certain, and it is that precautions are 
being taken to safeguard the remnants of 
the British garrison, whether members of 
the Constabulary or military units, leav- 
ing the country. . ' 

The rumour that, 4 conference is about 
to be held between representatives of the 
two parties was again prevalent yesterday, 
but inquiries in -various’ quarters: failed 
to find verification. It was stated that 
the main difficulty was to find a common 
basis of agreement...On behalf of the 
Republican Party it was contended that 
the difficulty was the recognition -of the 
Free State policy of partition. If an ad- 
mission were given that partition was not 
recognised by the Provisional Government, 
it was stated that an understanding 
might be reached. The supporters.of the 
Provisional Government maintain that 
they have never recognised partition as a 
final solution of the problem, and contend 
that the ultimate unity of Ireland is 
possible only.-through the Treaty. While 
both sides seem anxious to reach a basis 
of common agreement it is felt that there 
is at the moment little hope of attaining 
it. Mr. de Valera s speech at Kingstown, 
while in some respects holding out hope 
of such agreement, has been interpreted 
in Free State circies as closing the door on 
essential points, The immediate question 
seems to be whether the electorate will 
be allowed a free vote, whether freedom 
of speech will be recognised, and whether 
at the end of it all the decision of the 
people will meet with the acquiescence of 
the opponents of the Treaty.

CARPING CRITICS DENOUNCED. 


I confess, said Mr. Churchill, to a feeling of 
deep-seated indignation against men whose only 
share in these five difficult years has been carp- 
ing criticism, whose only contribution to the 

ution of our troubles has been to try to find 
some fault and express it in a happy and elo- 
quent phrase. 

I used the word stability when I spoke in 
London some time ago, and I think that it is 
the ‘keynote which should be sounded now. 
Siability is needed at home, as it is needed 
wbhroad, The world is exhausted. Europe is 
ruined,. Our customers abroad are bankrupt 
and i verished. Governments in some of the 
greatest nations, rise and fall with bewildering 
rapidity, Three, four, or five times a year they 
change, and the Ministers blow in and out of 
the public offices like the tide comes up and goes 
down the Tay. ere is no continuity. re 
is great instability, and Britain, almost alone, 
towers out among those countries, like a great 
rock amid the swirling waters—like a sirong 
pier around which the sea is rushing. (Cheers.) 

They all look to Britain. Nothing is eo 
striking as the ascendancy which we have 
acquired in the councils of the whole world at 
the present time, and, mind you, it ie an 
ascendancy which does not depend upon our 
military armaments.

Dominion status, to the Irish people, with the 
fullest power to manage their own affairs 
without injuring ourselves, would never, in our 
lifetime; become an issue between parties.

BURNED OUT 


CNRISTIAN INSTITUTE

BILL TO KEEP REAL Gdop 

MEN IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 
_ The second reading of the Local Government. 
and Other Officers Superannuation Bill was 
agreed to yesterday in the House of Commons. 

A private bill, it was described by Sir Herbert 
Nield, its sponsor, as “a prosaic but useful 
measure.”’ e number of public servants who 
would be eligible to come under the bill was 


already covered. The bill was based on the 
Middlesex Act of last year. 

He desired that the superannuation schemes 
should not be dependent in the case of municipal 
corporations and other bodies upon private bill 
legislation, which involved delay, expense, and 
a want of uniformity, but that, as far as pos- 
sible, the principle of superannuation should be 
universally applicable to the servants of locai 
authorities. ie was willing to extend the pro- 

sals of the bill to part-time officers when the 

ill went. into Committee. 

Mr. N. Chamberlain, who seconded, claimed 
that a superannuation scheme enabled a loca) 
authority to attract a better class of men to 
its service. Every encouragement should be 
given to capable men to remain in the public 
service. Attempts were often made to attract 
them by higher remuneration into’ commercial 
life. 

Sir Alfred Mond said the permissive character 
of the Bill made it more acceptable than a 
compulsory measure. It would, however, im- 

e a burden on the ratepayers of some 
3,000,000 a year. In the case of small local 
authorities, it would be difficult to work the 
‘scheme, unless some grouping system could be 
devised.

LONDON DISTRIBUTORS 


DISSATISFIED. 


The metropolitan and some provincial dairy- 
men discussed at a confefence in London ‘last 
night the situation resulting from the shortage 
of milk and the consequent enforced rationing. 
Early in the proceedings & message was read 
from Sir Arthur Griffith Boscawen, Minister of 
Agriculture, imtimating that he wasecalling a 
representative meeting of milk froducers and 
distributors for Tuesday afternoon next to con- 
sider the question of milk prices, and asking 
the Master Dairymen’s Association, under whose 
auspices yesterday's meeting was held, to nomi- 
nate a representative. 

The issue raised at the meeting was that the 
retail price of milk should be raised to 6d. a 
quart to ensure adequate suprlies for the public 

The Chairman, Mr. Kean, voicing the cause of 
the distributors, said that the latter were pre- 
pared to accept 1d. per gallov less than in the 
control days, and it was useless to say that they 
were getting all the profit, Farmers were not 
hokling to the price that they accerted, and 
were responsible for the existing chaos. 

Mr. Woodhall, maneger of the Derbyshire 
Farmers, Limited, eaid that the farmers would 
be satisfied with 8d. to 10d. per gallon if they 
could obtain an average of ls. 2d. during the 
winter. 

Ultimately it was agreed that the Chairman 
should represent the Association at the con- 
ference.

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IRISH WORKERS’ COMPLAINT. 


Misa FE: N. Somers, Secretary of the Dublin 
Industrial Development Association, writes to 
say that at the Council meeting of fhe Associa- 
tion, held last week, no fewer than five diffetent 
ects of complaints were received from trades 
unions concerning the importation of goods of 
various kinds, at a time when firms engaged in 
the manufacture of such goods are either closed 
down or working short time, and many of the 
workers Pato in these industries are with- 
out employment.

SIX PASSENGERS 
AND CREW KILLED. 


MACHINES FALL IN 
FLAMES. 


Two cross-Channel aeroplanes collided 
in mid-air yesterday and fell to the ground 
in flames, The pilot, mechanic, and three 
passengers in the French Farman Goliath 
passenger machine and the pilot of the 
British mail-carrying Daimler Hire Com- 
pany’s de Haviland were killed. A second 
man in the British machine was dangerously 
wounded, 

The disaster occurred in a dense fog 
at 1.20 vesterday afternoon at Thieuloy, 
St. Antoine, néar Grandvilliers. One 
machine belonged to the French Grand 
Express Aeriennes, and’ leit’ Le Bourget 
at, noon for Croydon. It contained a pilot 
named Mire, mechanic Simonet, and three 
passengers. ‘ 7 7 

The British aeroplane was a de Haviland 
18 biplane, and the ‘company, - Daimler 
Hire, Limited, had started running a 
Paris-London mail. service’ only on Mor- 
day. It left Croydon at 10.10 a:m.;-with 
mails and newspapers; in charge of a pilot 
whose name is given as R. E. Duke and 
& steward named Hesterman. 

When the pilots of the two machines 
saw each other in the fog and light rain 
at a height of three hundred feeb it. was 
too late te avoid « collision.’ The impact

LIMITED POWERS OF ARREST,

; Oxford and Cambridge. read. the 
pronouncement with some amusement. It is 
true that times change and we—or, at any rate, 
some of us—change .with them; but it has 
always been assumed that universities (exclud- 
ing, of course, those mushroom nudlei of super- 
ficial education that spring up overnight in in- 
dustrial centres) were the saving exceptions, to 
this unsatisfactory state of things. The world 
looked upon the universities, much as it still 
looks -upon Westminster Abbey and the Lord 
Mayor’s Show and Sir Frederick Banbury, as 
anchorages of sanity, to which a storm-tossed 
and rudderless society can cling—last links with 
the gracious and orderly, if slightly stodgy, 
civilisation of an elder day. 

Monstrosities like Coalition Governments and 
Soviets and Zionism might inject themselves 
into the world of politics. The jass might. 
efface the waltz, the hyper-labial Senegambian 
with the benes and banjo displace the hirsute 
Hungarian with the: contre-goulash, and . the 
pudding-faced Saxon with the three-ply bass 
tuba. ‘The top-hat might go out and the pius- 
four pantalette, with the Highland fling effect 
at the side of the knoe, come in, Evening frocks 
might begin later or leave off earlier than in 
grandmamma’s day. Half ihe world might be- 
gin to think in terms of compromise, the other 
half in terms of direct action. Almost anything 
might happen, in fact, in the major portion .of 
the fretful orhis terrarum. But the umiver- 
sities did not change. In the courts where 
Homer still smites bis lyre,e where Delos still

Though superficial changes pass like wind- 
made ripples across the placid surface of the 
communal collegiate life, there is no change at 
the heart of things.

It is: but 
the surface of university life that Time suc- 
ceeds in scratching with his bony hoger.

EVERAL interesting relies of the Lords 

have also been preserved. The Mace of 

the House of Lords is in the Royal Irish 

Academy. The Academy is also the pos- 

seasor of the Lord Chancellor's seat, con- 
taining the Woolsack. The canopied Throne 
oceupied by the Lord Lieutenant when he read 
the speeches to Lords dnd Commons at the 
opening and close of each session, and gave 
the Royal Assent to Acts of Parliament, is 
used by the President of the Royal Dublin 
Society, which was founded in 1736 for the 
promotion of husbandry and other useful arts 
m Ireland. Several of the benches of the 
Houses of Commons, old and new, may also 
be seen in Dublin. About a dozen off the 
heavy benches of the old House of Commons, 
which were rescued from the fire of 1792, are 
in St. Patrick's Hospita) for the Insane at 
Kingsbridge. This institution was founded by 
Dean Swift, who characteristically ridiculed his 
own benefaction in these lines :— 

“ He left the little wealth he had 

To build a house for fools and mad— 

To show by one satiric touch, 

No nation wanted it so much.” 

It would tickle his grim humour did he 

know that in his hospital were benches from 
that Parliament which he thus satirised :— 


“ Not a bow shot from, the College, 
Half the world from sense and knowledge.’ 
The benches that furnished the. Chamber of 
the. Commons, as restored: after the fire, are 


more appropriately: housed in the Royal Irish 
Academy, a body. which has done splendid work 
in bringing to light rich treasures of early 
Celtic civilisation when Ireland, as Dr. Johnson 
said, was “the schoo} of the West, the great 


habitation of sanctity and literature ”; and 
Parliaments were yet unknown.

quired in play or opera, a well as ringing up 


the curtain, it was destroyed in the big fire of 
1880 which consumed the building. But in the 
ruins the lump of melted eilver was found, and 
it was recast into a new bell which is still in 
use in the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin. Another 
object is the Book of Common 
Prayer from which the chaplain read the 
“ Prayers for Parliament" at the opening of 
each sitting of the House of Commons. 


THE PRAYER BOOK, 


It is a cherished possession of the Karl of 
Leitrim at. Mulroy, Milford, County Donegal. 
t'rinted in Dublin in 1721, by George Grierson, 
“at the Two Bibles in Essex street,” on Irish 
hand-made paper, it is bound in black leather, 
with gold embellishments; and contains, as 
markers, several ribbons of Dublin poplin, blue 
in colour, and fringed with gold bullion lace. 
On the fly-leaf is the inscription: “This Book 
of Common Prayer belonged to the House of 
Commons of Ireland, and from this Book the 
Chaplain read prayers to the House.” One of 
the Bibles upon which the Oath of. Allegiance 
was administered to members of the House of 
Commons is in the possession of the Ranfurly 
family.

A GREAT TRADITION. 


Entering the building, we find that the Com- 
mons Chamber, in pursuance of the arrangement 
made at the sale of the building, bas been 
obliterated. What used to be the Court of Re- 
questa, or ante-room of the Chamber, Ys now 
the public office of ‘the Bank, whére money is 
deposited and withdrawtn. The Chamber itself 
has been cut up and divided into several offices 
for the clerical séaff. The Lords Chamber bas 
atructurally been preserved unaltered. But its 
furnishing, of course, is changed. Tho’ benches 
are gone, and im the place of the Viceroy'’s 
Throne there is a glorified’ George the 
Third in marble. A large table in the 
centre, with chairs, gives the Chamber a board- 
room appearance. Such, indeed, is the use 
which it has been put to for more than a 
century. The Court of Proprietors of the Bank 
of Ireland stock meet there annually for the 
election of a Governor and a Deputy-Governor, 
and’ the directors, elected by “a General 
Court,”’ transact there the affairs of the Bank. 
Did a board ever beforé meet in so fine a 
boardroom?

Being a sensible fellow, he very quickly fell in 
with the spirit of the thing and allowed every- 
thing io seize upon his active mind except the 
formidable contents of his books. Fourth year 
men led him to the river, and commented on his 
slowness of comprehension and the shape of his 
feet. with a simple directness to which, if the 
classics are to be properly appreciated, ail 
thought must be reduced. He was rushed to 
his feet in the Colleg> debating society, only to 
discover that what prevents men from becoming 
polished orators is not the absence of well- 
ordered arguments, but a trick which the hands 
save of ewelling to ten times their ordinary size, 
accompanied’ by a sort of cerebral catalepsy 
totally disconnecting the mind from the tongue.

EVILS OF VIBRATION AND . 
NOISE.

Investigations into the evils of noise in modern 
life (says The T'imes Medical Correspondent) 
appear to be leading towards tho conclusion 
that the vibration which accompanies the noise, 
even more than the noise itself, is harmful. 
The difference between. what may be called 
‘modern noise ' and the noise of earlier days 
is largely a difference of vibration. Our greater 
vehicular traffic shakes the ground it rushes 
ever; heavy machinery gets the floors and 
walls of factories trembling in accompaniment 
to ite rhythm; even the ghips which sail our 
seas are filled with the throb of engines. 

It is recounted in the Journal of Industrial 
Hygiene bow, .in order to test the effects of 
noise and vibration, an investigator subjected 
some mice to the sound of an ‘electric bell 
which was hung free of their cage. The mice 
appeared io be none the worse. But when the 
hammer of the bell was connected to the floor 
of the cage in buch a manner as to set it 
vibrating, a very different picture presented 
itself. The mice. lost weight and became un- 
well. That experiment has been repeated, 
always with the same reguite. Moreover, in 
cases in which cbmpiaint of noise has been made 
in connection with industria] processes, it has 
usually been found that vibration is present. 
If and when that is eliminated, the situation

1 should like to-have been present at the 
recent London Conference, whén Sir James 
Craig and Lord Londonderry had a heart to 
heart talk with Mr. Arthur Griffith and Mr. 
Micheel Collins. Four more different types 
could not be imagined. Mr. Griffith, Sphinx- 
like and taciturn, Sir James Craig bluff and 
ponderovely bonest, Mr. Collins volatile and 
vigorous, and the noble Marquess a polished ex- 
aquisite; what a chance for the pen of a 
Thackeray! But the proof of the pudding is 
in the eating, and the result of the conference 
constitutes a remarkable tribute to the tact 
and statesmanship of all these men, and of Lord 
Londonderry in particular, for it was hia first 
direct experience of negotiations with the Sinn 
Fein leaders.

There were many manuscripts and documents 
of verious kinds in the possession of both 
Houses. What has become of them ? I dis 
covered a “ Memorandum as to the records, 
books, and papers of the Houses of Lords and 
Commons.” in the Hardwicke manuscripts which 
throws some light on their fate. Ii is dated 
February 24th, 1806. By that time all tie re- 
cords of both Lords and Commons had been 
removed from the Parliament House and de- 
posited, some in the Rol’s Office, and others 
in a house or store in Anglesea street. Among 
then were the original Rolis of all Acts of 
Parliament, public and private. The writer of 
the Memorandum states, for the information 
of the Lord Lieutenant, that “ these are en- 
grossed copies of those Acts called ‘éIrans- 
misses,’ to which the Great Seale of Great 
Britain and Ireland are affixed.” They are. in 
faci, the official copies of the Acts of Parlia- 
ment that had been sent to Westminster for 
the approva! of the King and Cowneil, which 
anproval, or Royal assent, was given by affixing 
the Great Seal of Great Britain, ml a on their 
return to Callece Green, were certified as cor- 
rect by the Great Seal of Ireland. The writer 
of the Memorandum adds, “They must be 
ecrted into years. and hlaced (as ther were in 
the Parliament House) in drawers and presses 
with lahels, go as to be resorted to with 
facility.” 


SOME ARCHIVES. 


Other papers in the collection are the 
memorials, returns and documents laid before 
the House of Lords, and the origina: orders 
and decisions of that House, some of which are 
entered fully in the Journals of tne Lords, and 
others are but simply noticed: in those veltmmes. 
In regard to them the Memorandum says: 
“These papers are often referred to in matters 
of legal decision.They are, at present; in great 
disorder, and must be sorted into years, and 
lodged in drawers. It will take a leneth of 
time and great labour to arrange and make a 
schedule of them.” There were besides the ori! 
ginal manuscript: Journals ‘of both Houses, 
written by the Clerks, and also fair copies 
of them. “In all matters of doubt ”’ 
says the Memorandum, “ the originals are re- 
ferred to, the fair copies not being deemed 
evidence. These can easily be arranged in a 
bookcase." It is added, that the fair copies are 
indexed, and, therefore, “useful in all res 
searches and references to the original Journals 
and to the papers.” “The first question is 
where are these books and records to be 
lodged?’’ 

The writer goes on to say—‘‘ The house where 
they now are is insecure against fire or plunder. 
Presses and drawers must be prepared for 
them, wherever they are to be deposited. It 
will take a considerable time and great labour 
to sort them, as they were thrown into great 
confusion on their removal] from the Parliament 
House to Anglesea sireet.” The papers of the 
Hcuse of Commons appear to have been in less 
aiborder than the papers of the House of Lords. 
The Memoraodum further says :— The books, 
records, etc., of the House of Commons are 
lodged in a room in Anglesea street, of which 
Mr. James Corry has the key; as he considers 
them to be still in his custody, not having de- 
livered them to any person since the House. 
They have not been unsorted, having been re 
moved in boxes, in which they still remain, 
and it is supposed they can be easily arranged 
when. a place is provided for them.” 

The official papers having been got into this 

neral state of confusion on their removal 
rom the Parliament House, to make way for 
the staff and books of the Bank of Ireland, it 
is only too likely that many of them were lost 
or stolen. All that remains of the Rolls of the 
House of Commons, on which members wrote 
their names after being sworn, is one for the 
Parliament of 1783-1790, framed and hung in 
the Library of Trinity Collewe. It contains the 
signatures of several men whose names will be 
for ever asséciated with the history of the Irish 
Parliament, such as Henry Grattan, Sir John 
Parnell, Boyle Roche, Lord Edward FitzGerald, 
Henry Flood, John Foster, and Norbury, after- 
wards the notorious judge. The name of John 

ob Curran was in the list, but has been 
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For a century, at least, since tho rise of 
Daniel O'Connell, the brisk people have ever 
carried in their hearts an aftergiow of the 
glory of “the Old House at College Green ” as 
the seat of an Irish Legislature, as a place with 
which national history is intimately associated. 
There is no building in Ireland of political, apart 
from religious memories, so familiar. or so 
endeared, to the Irish race at home and abroad. 
Its architectural outlines have been made known 
to milbons by means of pictorial representa- 
tions mm photographs, prints, medals, and the 
cards of membership of many a political 
organisation. The national thoughts it inspires 
was once thrillingly expressed by O'Connell! in 
an eloquent gesture. It was on Sunday, 
September 8th, 1844, on his release from Rich- 
mond Prison. He was escorted home by a pro. 
cession, in which marched men. The 
chariot stopped in, College Green, when O’Con- 
nell, uncovered, and pointing with his out- 
stretched hand at the Parliament House, turned 
slowly round and gazed silently into the faces 
of the multitude.

The crying necessity for the introduction of 
welfare schemes for the young workers in the 
coal.mining industry is urged by Mr. Robert 
Smillie in Jndustrial Welfare. 

“ At the present time,” he says, “the atti- 
tude towards the boys is rarely affected by any- 
thing but the question of outpat. Owing to the 
appalling conditions in which most of them work 
and live, many become hardened in wickedness, 
and a littl human interest wotld serve to 
bring out their best qualities and to kindle the 
desire for the finer side of life. 

“ Real welfare work, 1 think; should begin 
with education. It is @ common complaint that 
boys fail to avail themselves ef educational 
facilities, but the reason is very apparent. It 
is essential that the influence of an enthusiast 
should be brought to bear if the boys are to be 
convinced of the value of continuative educa- 
tion. 

“ Examining the wider issues, it is, or should 
be, obvious that baths and drying roonig ought 
to be erected at the head of every pit, and thet 
adequate facilities for wholesome recreation 
should be provided in every mining community. 
I have been very interested to learn of the 
varying success which has been met where 
baths have been insta‘led; and I think that this 
ig again & matter where personal influencé and 
interest counts for a great deal.”
